Chinese bill which defines the words Chi- 
nese laborers” to mean “both skilled and 
unskilled laborers and Chinese employed in 
mining.”

On what principles 
of common sense or justice can the American 
Government invite Chinese competition with 
our skilled laborers and prohibit it as to un- 
skilled laborers? The distinction, if there is 
any, Ought to be the other way. Having 
once asserted the principle of restricting 
Chinese immigration and even prohibited 
the Chinese already in the country trom be- 
coming naturalized citizens, Congress can- 
not consistently or rationally make an excep 
tion in favor of skilled laborers. It is much 
to be feared that the influence of the Admin- 
istration has produced this change in the 
Senate. The watter may be more fully dis- 
cussed after the Senate has taken final ac- 
tion.

Witt the Democrats in Congress never 
learn that they cannot precipitate a discus- 
sion over the War ot the Rebellion with- 
out recalling the great error of head and 
heart which has deprived their party of 
popular confidence for twenty years?

THE NEW WHISKY RING. 

When the Washington whisky lobby failed 
to persuade the Ways and Means Committee 
to report their bill for a reduction of the 
whisky tax, which would have surrendered 
something like $20,900,000 of annual revenue 
for the benefit of the distillers, they concen- 
trated thelr influence upon a measure grant- 
ing an indefinit extension of the privilege of 
depositing whisky in bonded warehouses 
without payment of the tax, and providing 
for radical reductions in the bonds filed. 
This bill was railroaded through the House 
of Representatives a couple of weeks ago 
under @ suspension of the rules, and upon 
the assurance of Mr. Dunnell, of Minnesota, 
that the bill itself does nothing more than 
extend the period for the retention in ware- 
houses of distilled spirits.“ The measure is 
now pending in the Senate, and fortunately 


its real purpose and effect have been discov- 


ered and exposed in time to prevent the con 
currence of that body if it shall be governed 
by proper motives. 

The whisky men have secured important 
concessions from the Government from time 
to time in regard to the storage of their 
product. Bonded warehouses were estab- 
lished in 1868, and the bond originaily re- 
quired was for double theamount of the tax, 
and was conditioned upon the payment of 
the tax within one year. In 1878 the bonded 
period -was extended to three years, but 5 
per cent interest was charged on the unpaid 
tax. In 1880, Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky, pro- 
cured the passage of a bill repealing the in- 
terest charge, and reducing the bond to a 
sum equal to, instead of double, the amount 
of the tax. The present bill extends the 
bonded period indelinitly, and reduces the 


bonds on a graded scale in such manner that, 


when 20,000 barrels are stored the bond for 
the payment of the tax thereon is only one 
seventh the amount of the tax. Under the 
operation of this law whisky might lie in 
bond fora long term of years, the owners 
might failto renew their bonds at any time 
it suited their convenience, and the Govern- 
ment would be compelled to look to the sale 
of the whisky for the collection of the tax. 
Secrejary Folger wrote a letter to Senator 
Morrill a few days ago in which he pointed 
out serious objections to the proposed law. 
In giving to the owner the option when the 
whisky shall be withdrawn from bond and 
put upon the marketit prepares the way for a 
combination to forestall the market, which is 
in Violation of public morals. There is abso- 
lutely no excuse for the insafficiency of se- 
curity for the final payment of the tax. The 
amount of the tax is so much larger than the 
cost of manufacturing thedwhisky that a gen- 
eral failure on the part of owners to pay the 
tax, thus forcing the Government to sell the 
whisky in bond, would glut the market and 
enable the owners to secure, their whisky at 
smaller cost than by paying the tax. This 
bill would force the Government to surrender 
its privilege of compelling the owner of the 
whisky to pay the tax, and the result would 
be that the Government would be placed at

whisky whieh has accumulated in bond. The 
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whisky now in warehouses has . in 
wall lots throughout the country subject to 
the payment of the tax. The purchasers, as 
a rule, have bought on speculation, design- 
ing to resell at a profit under the same con- 
dition, and are unprepared to pay the tax. 
The members of the pew whisky ring 
have already disposed of a large part of 
their stock at a profit, and their 
plans are laid to haye this same 
whisky forfeited for non-payment of the tax, 
put upon the market in bulk, and the price 
thus depressed far below the tax due upon it. 
They will then be able to buy in the whisky 
for a small part of what onght to be paid in 
tax alone, and the Government will be de- 
frauded to the extent that they shall be en- 
riched by the transaction. The profits of this 
combination are estimated af not less than 
$50,000,000. 

It is hard to believe, after this exposure of 
the object and operation of the pending bill, 
that the Senate will concur in it, and there is 
reason to think that it could not have passed 
the House if it had been opened to inspec- 
tion and discussion. Whether or not there is 
already a ring to carry vut the scheme which 
has been outlined (and the activity of the 
lobby in urging the bill makes the story 
plausible), it is certain that an opportunity 
for fraud would be provided which the whis- 
ky men would hasten to improve. It may 
be desirable, in view of the large accumula- 
tion of spirits nuw in bond, that the bonded 
term be extended temporarily in order that a 
panic in prices may be averted by a more 
gradual release thereof; but a definit period 
should be agreed upon, and the Government 
should always retain the option of collect- 
ing jts tax at some fixed date. 


THE CaSE OF KILBOURNE. 

The recent verdict by a Washington City 
jury of $100,000 damages to Kilbourne for 
some forty days’ imprisonment by order of 
the House of Representatives recalls the 
history of certain facts leading up to that 
case. 

During nearly the hundred years’ existence 
of the Government the two Houses of Con- 
gress had asserted and exercised the power 
of compelling witnesses to attend before 
committees of those bodies, or before the 
Houses themselves, and of giving testimony 
in matters under investigation. During this 
period on repeated occasions witnesses, 
deeming their personal rights invaded, have 
refused to answer questions put to them or to 
disclose facts pertinent to the investigation. 
In all such cases the rule has been to bring 
the witness before the House and have the 
questions repeated, and in case the witness 
continued obstinate to have him committed to 
the custody of the Sergeant-at-Arms for 
contumacy, there to remain until he con- 
sented to answer the questions asked of him, 
unless sooner discharged. 

By some rule, following British parlia- 
meutary precedents, this imprisonment could 
not extend beyond the legal limits of the 
session of the House making the order. A 
number of these arrests and imprisonments 
took place. One of them was as far back as 
1848, where a Washington correspondent of a 
New York paper furnished his principal 
with a printed copy of a treaty then pending 
before the Senate. He was questioned as to 
where be got the docuwent, and, refusing to 
tell, was held in custody by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms for several months, and until the ad- 
journment of the session. Other cases of 
like character have taken place, and investi- 
gating committees have often been baffled 
by these contumacious witnesses. This 
doctrine of the power of legislative commit- 
tees to punish witnesses by imprisonment 
for contempt has undoubtedly been greatly 
abused, notably in the cases where telegraph 
operators have been compelled to furnish all 
private dispatches on file in their offices, 
aud in other cases where public authority 
has been made use of to gratify private 
malice under cover of legislative investiga- 
tions. 

In this particnlar case a committee of the 
House of Representatives was engaged in 
investigating certain accusations of corrup- 
tion and dishonesty on the part of various 
persons at Washington forming what was 
styled at the time as the “ real-estate ring,” 
in which numerous official and unofficial 
Dersons were supposed to be corruptly con- 
cerned. The man Hallet Kilbourne was 
generally regarded as thoroughly familiar 
with the whole history of the ring and of its 
various corrupt transactions, by which the 
city was swindled, and with others he was 
summoned before the committee to testify. 
Kilbourne, however, refused to answer the 
questions propounded to him, or to produce 
certain books of the land organization, and, 
being voted to be in “contempt” of the 
House of Representatives, was committed by 
the Speaker’s warrant te the custody of Ohio 
Thompson, then the Sergeant-at-Arms of 
that bedy. He remained in this custody 
forty-five days, until the adjournment of 
Congress, when he brought suit for false 
imprisonment and damages against the 
Democratic Sergeant-at- Arms. The local 
court decided that his detention was legal, 
but the Supreme Court of the United States, 
to which the case was appealed, decided 
that the House had no authority to order the 
imprisonment, which, therefore, was illegal. 
Upon the trial of the case upon the merits, 
though the, court riled that Kilbourne was 
entitled to damages—actual damages for his 
less of time but not punitive damages—the 
jury gave a verdict for $100,000, which is a 
hundred times too much. 

The eftect of this extraordinary yerdict, of 
course, is that the court will grant a new 
trial unless the damages be abated to such 
an amount as the court may deem him 
legally entitled to; but a judgment against 
the Sergeant-at-Arms is inevitable. As that 
officer acted merely in obedience to the order 
of the House, whatever may be the final 
amount, it will have to be paid by Congress. 

The decision, however, is more far-reach- 
ing. It denies to the Senate and to the House 
any power to compel a witness to testify be- 
fore a committee or before either House sit- 
ting as a legislative body. By implication, if 
not directly, it releases a witness from testi- 
fying under oath, and releases him from the 
penalties usually attending false swearing. 
It, in short, takes from each House any power 
to punish any witness for any act committed 
in contempt of the authority of either House 
sitting as a legislative body. 

The old rule of absolute and unquestion- 
able authority gives way to a broad denial 
of any authority; the despotism and severity 
of the one rule is replaced by the unlimited 
license to the witness in the other; but the 
verdict of this Washington jury swings 
clear. even of the authority of the court 
and of the limits of the law by. a jadg- 
ment arbitrarily determined by the jury 
in disregard of ali restraints, judieial- or 
legal. Such a verdiet is, however, ¢harac- 
teristic of Washington. The great fraud 
which, it, was attempted to investigate was 
by a gang of Washington operators whereby 
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of public money expended in a Most reckles 

rofligate, and irresponsib] aer; there 
were many dishonest specul enriched by 
the business, and as the money was obtained 
from the United States it was public plun- 
der, the taking of which is always ranked as 
commendable by the dishonest inbabitants 
of the District of Columbia. Mr. Kilbourne 
was regarded by them as a public benefactor, 
whose brief imprisoyment was an act of 
patriotic heroism, entitling him to the dis- 
tinction of a savior of bis country. The 
forty-five days iu eustody were days of noble 
sacrifice amply repaid by the consciousness 
of duty done. Viewed as a matter of mere 
pecuniary compensation, it is possible that 
$10 per day would be a liberal compensation 
for his time given to the hospitalities of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, whose entertainments 
even at funerals have become historical for 
their profusion and prodigality. The best 
thing the House can do is to pay Mr. Kil- 
bourne $300 to $500, and settle the business. 


THE BIGH PRICE OF BEEF. 

Inquiry as tothe cause of the present ab- 
normally high prices of beef has elicited the 
following points from parties who profess to 
understand the matfdr: 

1, Probably as many as 15 per cent of the 
cattle on the plains were killed by the ex- 
traordinarily bitter weather of the winter of 
1880-81. These were chiefly the younger 
animals, they being least able to bear and 
survive the exposure, and the loss thus fell 
among the very class of cattle which come 
into the States in the fall. It is reported that 
$30 per head was paid about a month ago in 
Montana for two-year-olds to be taken upon 
ranches where the destruction had been the 
most severe. Also the large immigration of 
last year caused a much larger demand for 
cattle to stock new farms, which was a fur- 
ther drain upon the available supply. 

2. The scarcity of corn in many sections, 
and its high price everywhere, has prevented 
a great many cattle from being fed into kill- 
ing condition. “There were thus fewer to 
market, and those that were marketed cost 
more to fit them for the hands of the butcher. 
The number Of animals that were kept wait- 
ing for grass-feed was sufficiently large to 
make a decline in prices probable when they 
come freely on the market a few weeks 
hence. ‘ 

3. From New-Year’s Day to date our re- 
ceipts of cattle are larger than for the corre- 
sponding time in 1881; but during the last 
three or four weeks this is reversed, and the 
smaller supply is met by an increasing de- 
mand for export of animals and meat. Five 
to six thousand animals now leave our shores 
weekly for Europe. There is recently an in- 
creased demand to supply the manufacture 
of canned beef. Two new factories have 
sprung up in Chicago during the past few 
months. The growing demand for canned 
meats is possibly connected with the falling 
off in the export movement of pork products.

THE AMERICAN “SUSPECTS” IN IRELAND. 

The debate in the House yesterday will 
serve a useful purpose if it shall help to in- 
form Congress of the merits of the diplomat- 
ic negotiations that have taken place be- 
tween our Government and that of Great 
Britain relative to the American “suspects.” 
Robinson, of Brooklyn, whe brought on the 
debate and took a leading part in it, is an ir- 
responsible fanatie, His voice is constantly 
for war. He is supposed by charitable per- 
sons to be shghtly demented. If he 
is not so, he is entitled’ on other 
grounds, to no respect or sympathy. It is 
aremarkable commentary gn the efficiency 
of our State Department that the ravings of 
this vain egotist and silly old man should 
have been required to goad the present Ad- 
ministration into an energetic policy of in- 
tervention on behalf of American citizens 
confined without trial in British prisons. 
Yet it is the undonbted fact that, but for the 
incessant efforts of Robinson, seconded by 
those of Mr. S. S. Cox, neither Frelinghuysen 
nor Lowell would have been, as they now 
are, earnestly engaged in efforts to secure 
the unconditional release of ail the American 
prisoners. 

While Mr. Blaine was yet Secretary of 
State, with that happy intuition which en- 
abies him to divine what will be the right 
side of a great public question, he took the 
most energetic steps it was possible to take 
in favor of procuring the prompt trial or re- 
lease of the American “suspects.” It was 
Blaine who wrote, as long ago as June 2, 
1881, before the President was assasinated: 

If American eitizens, while within British 
jurisdiction, offend against the British laws this 
Government will not seek to shield them from 
the legal consequences of their acts; but it 
must insist upon the application to their cases 
of those common prineiples of criminal juris- 
prudence which, in the Caitea States. sqoure 
to every man who offeads against the ‘laws, 
whether he be an American citizen or a toreign 
subject, those incidents to criminal prosecution 
which afford the best safeguard to personal lib- 
erty and the strongest securities against oppres- 
sion under the forms of law. 

This very clear definition of the American 
position is morally and legally unassailable, 
It is the conclusion which the new State De- 
partment and finally the Lower House of 
Congress have arrived at after long and pain- 
ful deliberation. It has found expression in 
the universal public demand for the — 
trial or release of all American “suspects” 
now held in British prisons. Lowell did gat 
have the political sagacity to see the force of 
this position. He maintained and, until over- 
ruled by the State Department, insisted upon 
the singular proposition that Americans, like 
British subjects, might be arrested en sus- 
picion and indefinitly confined without trial. 
Flis literary sk tll and historical knowledge had 
not instructed him, through the example 
of Mr. Gladstone’s eloquent plea for the 
Neopolitan suspects,“ sat imprisoument 
without trial could be ja8téfied by the princi- 
ples of no constitution! Government, so far 
as its own citizens in Mreign lands should be 
concerned, Sept, p> 881, Mr. Lowell ad- 
dressed a note ta Sweeney, one of the Amer- 
ican “suspects,” in which the following lan- 
guage occurs: wil 
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This note showed that Lowell had -utterly 

misconceived his instruetions, or that he de- 

liberately disobeyed them.

He should 
have obeyed the imperative instructions of 
Mr. Blaine, and have stopped there. He dis- 
obeyed deliberately, as we believe, because 
he hoped to be justified bya new Adminis- 
tration. His note to Sweeney was dated 
just three days after the death of President 
Garfield. Lowell’s expettations of a mild and 
conciliatory policy were justitied by Arthur 
and Frelinghuysen. They did nothing for 
months exeept to write deprecatory notes 
concerning Mr. Blaine's foreign policy. 
It was not until the House began 
to give attention to the subject and the coun- 
try became thoroughly aroused that they 
veered around to the policy announced by 
Blaine June 2 and one month before the 
President was shot and but two months and 
a half after the Coercion act was passed. 
Blaine’s note has stood the test of assaults 
both from intemperate. Irishmen and un- 
friendly Americans, and it has now become 
the announced policy of Congress and the 


Executive. 
BLAINE’S TESTIMONY. 

The Pestimony of Mr. Blaine in the Ship- 
herd investigation makes short work of the 
slippery Peruvian-Cochet-claim adventurer, 
and presents very substantial reasons why, 
as Mr. Biaine himself said, he should be 
brought before a grand jury. or at least be- 
fore a jury de lumatico inquirendo. Mr. 
Blaine not only vindicates himself, bu; he 
vindicates the Garfield Administration and 
the late Minister to Peru, who cannot speak 
for himself, and exposes this man Shipherd 
as @ bare-faced, impudent falsifier and reck- 
less adventurer, if not a downright swindler. 

The testimony does not leave a place for 
Shipherd to stand. It mereilesly strips off 
all his pretensions; and shows him in his 
true light. So far as the missing papers are 
concerned, the witness satisfactorily proved 
that they had never come before him, that 
he had never seen them, and did not know 
where they had gone. The audacious story 
of Shipherd that in his interviews with Mr. 
Blaine he notified him that he had written a 
letter to Mr. Hurlbut offering him a bribe of 
$250,000 in stock was disproved by abundant 
documentary evidence, and it was also 
shown that no such letter was heard of until 
it appeared in print. Every dispateh that 
had passed between Mr. Blaine and Mr. 
Hurlbut was produced, and the substance of 
it all ig that Mr. Blaine notified Mr. Hurlbut 
to report upon the validity of the Cochet 
claim, and whether any American cit- 
nen or association had acquird such 
interest in the claim as to entitle 
him to the protection of the American Goy- 
ernment. Mr. Hurlbut made the investiga- 
tion, and meanwhile Mr. Biaine had made 
other investigations from separate sources. 
Mr. Hurlbut reported that there was no va- 
lidity in the claim, and his report was con- 
firmed from the other bources, and upon this 
Mr. Blaine replied, in a dispatch to Mr. Hur! 
but: “I entertain a no less decided opinion 
than you have had as to the indecency and 
dishonor of his attempts to influence the 
diplomatic consideration of this claim. Per- 
haps I should mitigate somewhat the severi- 
ty of my language in view of the possible 
fact, pertinently suggested by you, that Ship- 
herd is not wholly in his right mind.” And 
Mr. Blaine was not slow in notifying Ship- 
herd himself of the estimation in which he 
held him. 

The pretended opinion of Mr. Evarts as to 
the validity of the Cochet claim was exposed 
by Mr. Blaine, whe produced a letter from 
Mr. Evarts himself datiy denying that either 
he or any member of his firm had any knowl- 
edge of the claim or had ever given an opin- 
ion of any kind about it. A man who will 
perjure himself about a living man would not 
hesitate to perjure bimself about a dead man 
who cannot refuse his faisehoods, and Ship- 
herd’s efforts to smirch the character of 
Garfield by allegations that he regarded the 
claim as valid and that the support of the 
Government could be relied upon were very 
properly characterized as falsehoods in the 
following vigorous language: 
overt har -N Atte day he 
was shot, with the exception of the days he spent 
at Elberou with his sick wife. Our fotimacy 
was not a common one, I do not speak of it 
boastingly. It is necessary to speak of it to 
vindigate his name trom being mixed up with 
this dirty job.

It was an unfortunate day for young Bel- 
mont when he encouptered Mr. Biaine. He 
came out of the encounter with his golden 
plumage sadly suffied, and he was put in a 
position where he must rise and explain, or 
he stands convicted of purpusely and will- 
fully distorting Mr. Blaine's words into a 
meaning which they do not convey. If he 
had any explanation to make it would have 
been more timely and dignified and quite as 
gentlemanly to haye made it when Mr. 
Blaine offered him the opportunity, and 
would have saved him the necessity of some 
very undignified squirming and much sus- 
picious evasion of a very plain matter-of-fact 
question. Young Mr. Belmont escaped from 
his persecuter with the very indefinit an- 
nouncement that he would discuss the ques- 
tion on the cross-examination of Mr. Blaine. 
It is safe to say that he will do nothing of 
the kind, or, if he does venture upon such a 
discussion, that he will retire from the inter- 
view in such a condition that even his best 
friends will fail to recognize him. 

Mr. Blaine aptly characterized this ad- 
venturer and genteel blackmailer, Shipherd, 
when he said: “Falsehood with him is an 
employment and perjury isa pastime.

Mr. Merritt, 
however, persevered, and finally succeeded in 
building the canal, notwithstanding the fact 
that the history of his company was one of 
financial embarrassment.

St. Paci, Miun., April 2%.—The bright, warm 
weatheg of the last ten days has materiaily im- 
proved crop prospects in the Northwest. 
Throughout most of the southern part of the 
State the soll is dry enough for agricultural op- 
erauons, and seeding for wheat is generally 
going on. The same is true of the northern 
part of the State and of Dakota, except in those 
sections visited by late spring rains dnd floods. 
The northern district wasin better condition for 
farming early in the spring than the southern 
counties, where fall plowing had been prevented 
by late rains last season, and the soil bad re- 
mained at the point of saturation all winter. 
During the second week of April, how- 
ever, the Red River rose to an un- 
usual hight, ana the low, flat lands 
in the richest dart of the valley 
were covered with water for several days. This 
has given the southern counties an opportunity 
to cateh up, and now seeding is in about the 
same stage of advancement all over the State— 
that is, from one to two weeks later than is usual 
at this season. With good growing weather 
henceforta, however, this delay will not be a 
serious matter. More is to be feared from hasty 
and slovenly farming, owing to lateness of 
the seeding, tbao from delay in the germination 
of the seed. ee usually done in the 
fall is this season be done in the spring.

An Evil That Seriously AMlicts the County 
Hospital. 
Cook County possesses a public hospital which, 
so fur as its surroundings and adaptability for 
the purpose for which ‘it was designed are con- 
cerned, ranks with the very best institutions of 
the kind in the country. The bulidimg was con- 
structed a few years ago at great expouse, and 
all modern improvements which could be sug- 
gested were incorporated in it. Ventilation, 
light, and drainage are ample, and a sick man 
who obtains admittance to such an Institution 
ought, with proper medical and surgical care and 
good nursing, to have about as good a chance of 
pulling through bis trouble as he could possibly 
expect to flod anywhere. Chicago bas growh so 
rapidiy that the accommodatiens, which were 
ample four years ago, are now somewhat taxed 
by the ever-increasing demand for reitet, but 
otherwise the Cook County Hospital should be 
able to claim the title of a model one. 
Uofortuaoately, however, for the local pride of 
Chicagoans, and still more unfortunately for the 
people who are driven by sickness and poverty 
to the sheiter afforded by the hospital, there is a 
serious drawback to the usefulness of this in- 
stitution. Ail the good surround ample 
ventilation, good food, and even nursing 
will scarveiy serve to beip a man through a 
dangerous illness, if his attending physician per- 
sists in coosideriwa the disease as soroeth 
totally different from what it really 1, 
doses the unhappy patient with nostrums which, 
however etficacious in the one case, cannot fail 
to be barmful in the other. Yet this, agcording 
to the statement of no less authority the 
Warden of the Hospital, bas been done ia nearly 
nalf a hundred cuses. Warden Dixon, in an 
official communication to the County Board says 
that in fifty-four cases of smali-pux sent to the 
hospital a majority were by the 
physicians as typhoid fever. 
statement is made incidentally only in a 
communication upon another subject, was 
not inteaded by its author as au arraignment of 
the medical talent employed at the hospital. 
No statistica have been collected, or at least 
none have been publisbed, of the number of 
cases Of other diseases which have been diag- 
nosed as something entirely foreign 
TO THEIR REAL CHARACTER. 
It is pretty safe, though, to wager thatif so 
large a number of little errors of this kind have 
mauifested themselves in regard to a disease 
the symptoms of which are so palpably plain as 
is the case with the smali-pox. there must have 
been a good many more mistaken d 
There are pieuty of other diseases named ig 
the books, and perhaps the missing number 
strayed into the coluwns headed erysipelias, 
rheumatism, chronic alcoholism, or fracture of 
the fewur. It is apparent at pag rate that there 
is room for sweeping and radical cha in the 
manner in which medical cases are adjudicated 
upon by what Mr. Weller would have called the 
“"prentice sawbones"’ connected witd the Coun- 
ty Hospital. Owing partly to a mistaken nution 
of economy, and partly to other causes, the sys- 
tem has grown up ot making the bospitsl an 
adjunct to certain medical sohools and 
colleges. Instead of employing . “Ts 
and cxperienced physicians to attend to re- 
ception of cases, that matter bas been turned 
over almost exclusively to young tlemen 
who bave their medical education still to get, 
and who have not even a diploma to back them 
when they assign a smali-pox patient toa fever 
ward. The youths who are left in ch and 
who so liberally improve their opporunities of 
making mistakes, are beardiess lads, many of 
them under 21 years of age. They are assigned 
in turn to the work from one or other of the 
medical colleges, and when they have served a 
few mouths and gained a littie experience in di- 
agnosing smali-pox as ty fever they 
go of to pursue some other of

Wages at Pullman. 

At the present time, when the labor question 
is assuming 60 important a place in the minds 
uf thinking men, the following’ facts in regard 
to the laborers employed at Pullman and the 
wages paid will be of interest.

Stocks Open Strong, and Are 
Dull, with a Weak 
Close. 


Heavy Sales of Lake Shore at the 


Close Attributed to Van- 
derbilt. 


The Produce Markets Active, and Un- 
usually Irregular—An Early 
Advance, 


Followed by Decided Weakness in 
Grain, Caused by a Ground- 
less Rumor. 


FINANCIAL. 


At a meeting of the stockholders of the First 
Nationai Bank yesterday afternoon it was de- 
cided to go into voluntary liquidation in copse- 
quence of the expiramon of their charter by 
limitation and of the failure of Congress to pass 
a law permitting National banks with expiring 
charters to coptinue in business. A new bank 
has been organized with the same name, the 
same Directors and Officers, to carry on the 
business of the oid bank. The one goes into 
voluntary liquidation at the close of business 
next Saturday, April 29. The other begins busi- 
ness the next Monday morning. The present 
First National bas a capita) of $1,000,000, surpius 
of $1,500,000, and other undivided protits of 
$287,719.74, according to its last statement to the 
Controller ot the Currency. The new bank 
will start with a capital of $2,000,000-which will 
de increased to $3,000,000 before June 1. There 
Will then be but two National banks in the 
United States with a larger capital than the 
First of Chicago. In making the transfer 
of business the oid bank sells everything 
Outright to the new institution, thus 
permitting the liquidation to be made 
in the speediest and wmost advantageous 
way for the existing stockboiders. The new 
bank takes all the negotiabie paper, etc., at its 
face value, all the securities at the market 
value, gives cash for cash, and assumes ali the 
liabilities. As the old charter will expire next 
Saturday, and the First National will be dead 
after that date, there is no good-will to sell. The- 
division of stock in the new bank is not iden- 
tical with that in the existing one. The new 
bank has been organized by the leading stock- 
holders and active mavagers of the old bank. 
As it is an entirely new concern, they have exer- 
cised some discrimination in the allotment of 
the new stock, and in this way huve determined 
for themselves who should be assuciated with 
them in the new bank, and what amount 
of stock they should hold. The liquidation, 
which is a mere matter of form, will not inter- 
fore in the slightest with the business of the 
bank, and the community will notice no differ- 
ence between the old and the new banks. 

Stocks were stroug at the opening, and re- 
mained dull and almost without feature tin 
pear the close. The strengtb of the market was 
attributed to manipulation by the room traders. 
Near the end of the last hour there were beavy 
sules of Lake Shore. One broker marketed 20,000 
snares, and his sales were credited to Vander- 
bilt. The whole list naturally sympathized with 
the decline in Lake Shore. After the Stock Ex- 
change adjourpved Lake Shore was offered on the 
street at 101% seller 0. The whole market 
closed weak with the exception of Louisville & 


Nashville and Omaha, which were very strong. 


Money was 3 per cent. 

Business in Chicago is very light, and the de- 
mand for investment securities bas noticeably 
abated.

Speaking of the trunk lines, tne Financial 
Chronicle says itis diflicult to estimate bow far 
the old trunk lines will be effected by the open- 
ing ot the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
Line to Buffaio, the Erie connection from Ma- 
rion, O., to Chicago, and the New York, Chicago 
& St. Louis, commonly known as the nickel 
plated line, trom Buffalo to Chicago. But as- 
suming that the new lines may play an impor- 
tant part in dividing the trunk-line business, it 
is well known that the East and West trat is 
steadily increasing, and without any war in 
rates there would probably be enough business 
to support them all. it has been seen repeated- 
ly that the quarreling over rate has been a 
more serious cause of disaster to the trunk 
lines than any decrease in tonnage caused by a 
small yield of the Western crops. 

The importations of specie and bullion at New

Deal- 
ers in oils, paints, and colors reported a fair 
movement at about steady rates.

There was nochange to note in the price of 
broom-corn, trade in which is quiet. Eggs were 
in good supply and firm at 150 per doz. Green 
fruits were fairly active and steady.
